No. 5B6-FS|47. — In exercise of the powers 
delegated to him in Government of India, De- 
partment of Food, Notification No. Py-603(2) 
1, dated the 21st October 1946, with the pre- 
vious concurrence of the Central Government 
and in supersession of the British Baluchistan 
Trade Control and Licensing Order, 1944, 
issued under his No. 13-FS|44, dated the 20th 
July 1944, as subsequently amended from time 
to time, the Chief Commissioner is pleased, 
Under section 3 of the Essential Supplies (Tem- 
porary Powers) Act, 1946 (XXIV of 1946), ns 
applied to British Baluchistan by virtue of the 
Government of India, External Affairs Depart- 
ment Notification No. 341-BPG, dated the 28th 
November 1946, to make the following order, 
namely : — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the British 
Baluchistan Trade Control and Licensing 
Order 1947. 

(2) It extonds to the whole of British 
Baluchistan. 

(3) It shall come idto fore in any area on 
such date as the Chief Commissioner may ap- 
point in this behalf. 

2. In this Order unless there is anything re- 
pugnant in the subject or context : — 

(a) “ Controlled article ” means any arti- 
cle which the Chief Commissioner may by 
notification in respect of any area specify in 
this behalf. 

(b) “ Form ” means a form as set forth 
in the First Schedule of this Order. 

(c) “ Purchase in wholesale quantities ” 
in respect of any controlled article means 
purchase from any one person on any one 
day in quantities exceeding the quantity speci- 
fied by the Chief Commissioner from time 
to time. 


(d) “ Hale iu wholesale quantities ’’ in res- 
pect of any controlled article means sale to 
any one person on any one day in quantities 
exceeding the quantity specified by the Chief 
Commissioner under Hub-clause (e). 

(e) “ Storage for sale in wholesale quan- 
tities ” means storage in quantities exceeding 
the quantity specified by the Chief Commis- 
sioner under sub-clause (c) for purposes of 
sale aud includes storage by any person on 
behalf of another ftg a Commission Agent or 
an Arhatiya and storage t>y an employer for 
the purposes of supplying on payment or 
otherwise to any of his employees. 

(f) “ Hale in retail quantities ” in respect 
of any controlled article means sale of such 
article in quantities not exceeding the quantity 
specified by the Chief Commissioner under 
sub-clause (c). 

3. (1) No person shall engage in any under- 
taking which involves the purchase, sale or 
storage for sale in wholesale quantities of am 
controlled article except under and in accord- 
ance with a licence issued in that behalf by nil 
officer authorised by the Chief Commissioner. 

Provided whon a person engaged iu any such 
undertaking as aforesaid has taken out a licenso 
under any other order or rule of law and the 
said licence is in force, the same shall be deemed 
for all the purposes of this order to be a licenso 
issued heroundor. 

(2) No person shall engago in any undertak- 
ing which involves the sale or storage for sale in 
retail quantities of any controlled article ex- 
cept under and in accordance with a licence 
issued in that behalf by the officer authorised 
under sub-clause (1). 

(3) The officer authorised to issue ^licenses 
under sub-clause (1) may refuse to' issue a 
licence to any person. 

4. Licenses issued under this Order shall be 
in Forms A & B and shfill specify — 

(a) Whether the licensee may operate as ft 
wholesale or as a retail dealer ; 
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(b) The controlled articles in which the 
licensee may deal; 

(c) The place or places at which the licen- 
see may carry on the licensed undertaking. 

5. Applications for licenses under this Order 
shall be made to the officer authorised to issue 
licenses under clause 3. 

6. (1) The Chief Commissioner or the officer 
authorised to issue licenses under clause 3 may, 
at any time, whether at the request of the per- 
son to whom a licence has been issued or suo- 
motu, after making such enquiry as may bo 
deemed necessary, suspend or roscind the licence 
issued under this Order. 

(2) No person being the holder of a license 
issued, or deemed to be issued, under this Order 
shall contravene any of the conditions mention- 
ed in Form A or B, as the case may le ; and if 
any such person contravenes any of the said 
conditions then without prejudice x 0 any oBicf 
action ihn iii ir I a t'll-en A I mi it iiccuie 
may be cancelled under sub-clause (1 >. 

7. The officer authorised to issue I'cences 
under clause 3 or any other officer authorised 
by him in this behalf may enter upc-n and ins- 

! ject any premises in which he has reason to be- 
ieve that the purchase for sale, or storage for 
Bale in wholesale quantities or sale or storage for 
sale in retail quantities of any controlled article 
is taking place contrary to the provisions of this 
(fifdfir. i j 

Provided that in pxercising the power of entry 
and inspection due regard shall be paid by such 
officer to the social and, religious customs of the 
occupants of the premises. 

8. The Chief Commissioner may exempt any 
person or class of persons from the, operation of 
the whole or any part of .this Order. 

9. All proceedings commenced or deemed to 
hove been commenced and all action taken or 
deemed to have been taken under the British 
Baluchistan Trade Control and Licensing, Order 
1944 hereby superseded shall be deemed to have 
been commenced or taken under the correspond- 
ing provision, if any, of this order and shall, 
so far as may be continued accordingly.

8. A cash or credit memo as the case may bo 
shall be issued in such forms as may be pres- 
cribed by the officer issuing the license by the 
licensee for every transaction. The original 
shall be handed to the customer whether he ask# 
for it or not and a duplicate copy kept by the 
licensee.
